Speed of Light Stands Corrected; _ 
Benefit Claimed for Radar Work 


LONDON, Oct. 15—(4)—A British scientist said Sunday he 
had confirmation from both United States and Swedish experts 
of his discovery that the accepted speed of light was in error 
by 11 miles in 186,000. 

The scientist, Dr. Louis Essen of the government-controlled 
National Physical Laboratory, said his figure for the speed of 
light was 186,282 miles a second. The accepted figure since 
1935 has been 186,271 miles per second. 

Essen said independent experiments by Carl Aslakson of 
the U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey and Dr. Frank Berg- 
strand, Swedish government geodetist, had confirmed his 
findings. 

The correction, Essen said, will be on special value in radar 
surveying and mapping as well as in astronomical calculations. 
Measurement of the speed of light was first attempted in 1676 
when early scientists estimated it at 192,000 miles a second.

Following instructions from Congress 
when it the appropriations bill, the 
rane ureau has cut nondefense spend- 
ing this year by more than a half bil- 
lion dollars. 

That is good news. But since the ac- 
tion was in compliance with congressional 
directive it is no more than the taxpayer 
had a right to expect. 

The cutbacks in nonessential Govern- 
ment spending ought not to end there. 
~ When President Truman sounded the 
call for more defense billions he announced 
he was instructing every department and 
bureau head to reduce nondefense expen- 
ditures to a minimum. There has been 
little evidence the President’s order was 
taken seriously. | 

If experience is any criterion it is going 
to take more than a blanket order to re- 
duce unnecessary Government spending. 
Congress must reassert its authority and, 
when it returns to Washington in late No- 
vember, insist upon substantial reductions. 
To do this, Congress will need more cour- 
age than it demonstrated in passing the 
general appropriations bill and then in- 
structing the Executive Department to cut 
it down by at least 10 per cent. 

Including the $17 billions in the emer- 
gency appropriation after the outbreak of 
war in Korea, Congress already has au- 
thorized the Government to spend nearly 
$59 billions this year. Taxes have been

School consolidation seems to have won 
a round in Camden County. 

In a referendum there, the majority had 
favored a bond issue for a consolidated 
school at Woodbine. But patrons of the 
Kingsland school, in ‘the southern part of 
the county, dissatisfied with the change, 
at first kept their children at home, then 
appealed to the State Board of Education. 

The State Board ruled that the Camden 
County administration had not acted at 
its own discretion, as required by law, 
in locating the consolidated school, but had 
accepted the mandate of the electorate. 


' The Camden Board has now met 
ahd exercised its discretion by resolving: 
“Whereas, in our opinion the welfare of 
the schools of Camden County and the 
best interests of our pupils require that 
the two high schools heretofore operated 
be consolidated into one school, ... It is

No citizen objects to paying taxes, how- 
ever stiff they may be, for defense pur- 
poses. Everybody realizes now that Korea 
caught us almost stripped of military 
strength.

Nobody is so adept as a bureaucrat at 
adapting his plea for funds from peace 
to war. ° 

It is estimated the Government could 
reduce spending by about $8 billions an- 
nually without affecting military prepared- 
ness in the slightest. There would, of 
course, be howls of pain from the dis- 
placed employees and the favored groups 
which benefit by spending, but the coun- 
try would be greatly strengthened.

Se Seven hundred tons of dried eggs arrived in 
Seattle last week from Communist China. 


Our money seems to find ways of getting through the Iron 
Curtain even if our ideas don’t.

Milledgeville Has 
Come a Long Way 


With very few persons highly skilled in psy- 
chology, State Hospital Supt. T. G. Peacock is 
drafting a plan to better train his medical staff 
He told visiting legislators the other 
day he wants to grant leaves-of-absence, with full pay, to mem- 
bers of his staff so they can complete their training in psychology. 
While one or two of these men were off studying, their work 
would be taken over by other members of the staff, thereby cost- 
ing the State nothing extra. When they returned, others would 
be sent until the full staff is highly trained. 

We made a trip through the hospital with the legislators the 
other day. It was the first time we had visited the institution 
since we accompanied a legislative committee there in 1945. The 
improvements were amazing! 


In 1945, we saw a huge frame building in which 
Contrast women were housed. It included an unsightly audi- 
torium. The whole structure was horrible looking. The solons 
branded it a tinderbox, expressed fear that hundreds of women 
would lose their lives in a fire even before the tour was over, 
and urged that the building be replaced with a fireproof building. 

The other day we approached this same site. The massive 
brick building was as beautiful as any modern college auditorium- 
gymnasium. There were sounds of a juke organ. Inside the audi- 
torium, having fun and full freedom, were the advanced patients. 
A dance was in full swing. One of the nurses paused from a 
dance with a patient to tell us that these dances were regular 
programs. In addition, the auditorium was used for movies for 
the patients. She said the dances and movies meant much to the 
recovery of the patients. 

We rode past the Twin Buildings, where in 1945 the stench 
was so horrible we couldn’t forget it for weeks. Ramp-type fire 
escapes had been constructed, and guides said that the building 
had been remodeled. We recalled that in 1945, A. J. Hartley, who 
then was State Welfare Director, had torn down the high brick 
walls around the courts and replaced them with wire which per- 
mitted sunlight and breezes for the patients. This building, de- 
spite its remodeling, is perhaps the last bad hospital building for 
white patients. 


Negroes In 1945, the buildings in the Negro section were too 
unpleasant to inspect. The legislators simply recom- 
mended that these buildings be razed and a Negro hospital be built 
in another section of the State. As we rodé’by the other day, 
we saw one of these buildings from the “Dark\Ages” still partly 
occupied. Then we saw a one-story brick plaza-type structure, 
with enclosed courts. The legislators marveled at this modern 
building, which was as fine as any modern hospital. This, said 
Dr. Peacock, is where the Negroes in the old dilapidated hospital 
will be-moved soon. Even as we looked at this building, bull- 
dozers were busy nearby erecting still another building. 
Investigators always have the idea that an institution is show- 
ing off its best features and hiding its worst. When we were 
leaving the Negro section, we saw an open truckload of Negro 
patients unloading. The patients were packed tightly in the 
truck. Aha, we thought, these patients have been out working 
hard in the fields all day and now are being packed like cattle 
into a truck—so tight they can hardly breathe—and dumped into 
the hospital. So we stopped. Instead of fainting or falling wearily 
to the ground, the patients were laughing and talking vivaciously. 
They had not been mistreated. They had spent the afternoon, 
in custody of their attendants, riding flying jennies and having fun 
at the Baldwin County Fair. 


Milledgeville State Hospital has come a long way 
Treatment since 1945. Its buildings have been Improved be- 
cause the Legislature launched a building program back then 
which cal for the annual appropriation of $1,000,000 for institu- 
ticna! ouildings. We agree with former House Speaker Roy Harris 
who says that the time has come to spend more money on treat- 
ment of the patients, now that they are pretty well housed. We 
agree with Gov. Talmadge when he told the solons it will take tax 
money from 100 per cent of the people to provide services for 100 
per cent of the people, and we hope, with Gov. Talmadge, that 
within the next four years Georgians will boast of the best State 
mental hospital in the nation,

NEW YORK—It could be that we are being 
soft-soaped by these glib sons of Manhattan, but 
they tell me they want to buy farms and come 

South to live. Or rather, come South and buy farms. 


And, of course, some of them have already done this very 
thing. As, for instance, a New York bank vice-president who 
operates farms in Kentucky and Virginia. 


Too, there are those who have been shooting quail in Georgia 
and South Carolina for years past and now, caught between the 
milistones of income taxes and Wintry weather, feel the urge 
to hive in snugly against the weather and to worry less about 
keeping their incomes up in the 75 and 90 per cent brackets. 
Their ulcers prod them in the direction of easier living, also. 
So, maybe they are telling the truth when they say,.“Keep your 
eye out for a farm for me down your way.” 


I think it is a good idea to let these folks buy 
Good Idea some of our land, but that it would be a mistake to 
sell them much of our land. City farmers are good neighbors, 
as a rule, and they carry out the practices recommended by the 
neighborhood experts and their farms become demonstrations of 
considerable value. 


But Georgia knows better than most states the effects of 
absentee landlordism. These shacks we see and the eroded hills 
got that way from being farmed by landlords who did not live 
on their farms. And whatever our New Yorker friends may say 
about moving South, they have in mind living with us when the 
going gets rough up this way, and of heading back here when the 
pressure lessens. But even so, we could use a lot of these people 
and they could use a lot of our currently abandoned lands. Cattle 
farms started from “taw” require a lot of re-doing.

Speed Poor First Aid 
After Bleeding Stops 


Generally speaking, the main need for haste or speed 
in rendering first aid to an accident victim, is bleeding. 
However, a close second to this emergency is asphyxia- 
tion. The need for haste in checking or controlling bleed- 
ing is obvious. Not so well understood is the fact that the 
brain is quickly and sometimes permanently damaged by a 
lack of oxygen supply resulting from gas poisoning or other 


type of asphyxiation. 

The sensitivity of the brain 
to a lack of oxygen is always 
borne in mind by the anesthetist 
during an operation, who con- 
stantly “feeds” oxygen to the 
patient in accordance with his 
needs. 


There is no great need for 
haste in the treatment of frac- 
tures of the bones of the ex- 
tremities—at least not the kind 
of haste involving the driving of 
the injured victim te a hospital 
at a dangerous rate of speed. 
Even fracture of the skull calls 
for no such dangerous journey. 

A dislocation can wait. Again 
there is no great need for haste. 
Amateurish efforts to reduce a 
dislocation should never be per- 
mitted, either at the scene of 
the accident or @fterwards. Only 
the expert, usually guided by 
X-rays, can determine the ex- 
tent of the dislocation. A dis- 
located bone is often fractured. 
Clumsy efforts to reduce the 
dislocation may result in dan- 
gerous aggravation of the frac- 
ture. The amateur bone-setter 
setter should be ostracized. 


Unconsciousness resulting 


are better served by allowing 
him to stay where he is found 
until he has recovered from 
shock. The word shock may 
mean very little te the untrain- 
ed person to whose attention it 
may be called without a mo- 
ment’s advance notice. 


In general a person is in shock 
‘when he is uncénscious or semi- 
conscious and when his pulse is 
so weak as to be detected with 
some difficulty. His face will be 
pale, of course, and the surface 
of his body may be cold and 
sweaty. This, when it occurs, is 
no time to move the victim. The 
only movement permissible is to 
raise the body, slowly and gent- 
ly, above the level of the head 
so that blood to the head has a 
down-hil) course. 

I fully realize the wild desire 
for haste which seizes frantic 
bystanders at the scene of an 
accident, but again I repeat: 
bring service to the victim—not 
the victim to the service. 


An injury to the lower chest 
or abdomen bears watching for 
several days after the effects 
have apparently disappeared. 
Rupture or tear of the abdomi- 
nal organs may occur after a
